Witness formed the opinion that it was 3 
case of severe head injury. with congestion 
of the brain. He had no symptoms of 
fracture.

The practical blockade of this country 
necessitated the most economic use of certain 
materials for the manufacture of chocolate, 
and he had no doubt that eventually a form 
of rationing woul be brought in, said Mr.

the car to the store. 


PRISON LEADERS 


It had been the practice among internees 
to have among themselves leaders who com- 
municated any group views to those 
responsible for their internment in the camp. 
Among these leaders were Laurence Grogan 

not before the Court), Sean O’Brien and 

eadar O'Flaherty, and there were also 
various hut leaders. 

When the internees refused their rations, 
said counsel, the Army policeman responsible 
for the delivery of supplies reported the 
matter to the Quartermaster, who went 
immediately to the Internment Camp and saw 
Laurence Grogan, then in hospital in the 
compound. e explained the reduction of 
the butter ration to Grogan, but Grogan said 
he was not interested and that it was only 
a false economy at the expense of a few 
prisoners. The Quartermaster then left the 
camp and directed that the food supplies 
should be divided and taken direct to the 
various cookhouses. 

When the supplies arrived at the two cook- 
houses the van was met by about twelve of 
the internees, including Patrick McNeela, 
who refused to allow the rations into the 
building, and said that if they were brought 
in they would be thrown out again. As a 
result the rations were withdrawn from the 
| internment camp altogether 

On the following morning, continued 
counsel, Captain Power had an ‘interview 
with Laurence Grogau in the hospital, where 
the six men before the Court were present. 
Captain Power again explained the position 
about the butter ration. There was some 
form of conference between the internees, 
which lasted, approximately, from 9.20 until 
10.15 a.m., and then, at the request of 
Grogan, Commandant Cummins went to see 
him in the hospital. Grogan told him that 
the men would not accept the rations and 
that he would not be responsible for their 
conduct after 12 o’clock that day. 


FIRES STARTED 


Shortly after 12 o’clock it became apparent 
to the Army police on duty that there was 
a great air of tenseness and activity. Hut 
leaders were moving about, conversing 
hurriedly with internees, visiting other huts, 
and O'Flaherty, O’Brien and Weaver, were 
seen to be active among them. 

At about 12.45 the disturbance started. 
The internees began by emptying fire buckets 
and fire extinguishers and destroying fire 
hydrants. They threw ¢he buckets at the 
police who tried to restrain them. They also 
attacked the police with improvised weapons, 
such as trestles from the tables. Then they 
proceeded in an organised way to break the 
windows and set fire to the huts. 

It would be clear to the Court, said 
counsel, that there was an organised plan of 
destruction; that it was carried out accord- 
ing to a well-prepared plan; that it was not 
spontaneous, and that a number of internees 
in order to facilitate the destruction, armed 
themselves with different kinds of weapons. 
About one hundred of them gathered at the 
gate of the compound, adopted threatening 
attitudes to the police, and were dispersed 
only after they had been attacked with batons 
and shots were fired over their heads. Some 
of the military police were badly injured. 
One of them was knocked unconscious and 
had to be taken to hospital. 

Eventually the internees were driven into 
the sports field and the fires were put out. 
When the men were gathered again in the 
internment camp, O'Flaherty was heard to say 
generally: Men, you have done your ob 
you have done it well—and I am proud of 
you. 


HUTS DESTROYED 


The fires were put out, but not before 
seven large huts been comp 
rtroyed, others damaged, and about half the 
lass in the place broken.. The stoves in the 
uts, the fire appliances and a quantity of 
bedding was destroyed. The method employed 
was to throw the me | mattresses on to 
the roofs or push th rough the broken 
windows. Damage amounting to about £8,000 
was done to the buildings and fitti and 
about £840 worth of furniture was d . 
An army engineer, in evidence, said that 
when things had become guiet again he was 
told about the discovery of a tunnel. In the 
concrete foundation of one of the huts which 
had been burned down he saw a hele which 
led down to a tunnel. He sent a man down 
and it was discovered that the passage went 
ng for a certain distance and then dropped 
suddenly. Later six more tunnels were dis- 
covered, They had all been well made. In 
some the ground was sufficiently hard 
to allow a small passage to be bored through 
it, and, in others, where it was loose and 
gravelly, the tunnel had been timbered in a 
regular manner. A number of improvised 
implements were found—very well made and 
constructed from domestic articles. 


THE TUNNELS 


In reply to a member of the Court,’ 
the witness said that all the tunnels had 
exits. They ran from one hut to another, 
and he was able to go to a number of huts 
by means of them. 

Further questioned as to the purpose of 
such tunnels, he réplied that, in his opinion, 
they had been excavated for the dual pur- 
pose of communicating with othér huts and 
of getting out of the camp. 

Various witnesses described the riot and 
the efforts which were made by the Camp 
authorities to maoir the men by explaining 
the reason for the butter rationing. 

One witness said that the internees armed 

mselves wih legs of tables, pieces of bed- 
steads, and socks containing stones, glass and 
broken jam jars.

Some weeks later he met 
Gleeson, who asked him if he had heard that 
Mary McCarthy had given birth to a child 
a few days previously. I asked him who 
was the father,” said Halpin, ‘‘ and Gleeson 
said that he did not know, but thought that 
I might have heard. I told him that I had 
noticed Mary McCarthy and her children 
drawing water from the pump in the field, 
and that it would be as well if he would get 
some means of making them go back to their 
old way. of getting water from the pump in 
Cesar’s yard, and so avoid becoming 
associated with the scandal.” If other people 
saw him pumping water when the McCarthys 
were at the well they might not understand 
the situation as well as witness did. 

About a week before the body was found 
he met Gleeson, who was carrying a single- 
barrel shotgun and a bucket of milk.

It is by no means certain, however, 
that she proposes to take action at once: 
and all these rumours concerning the 
presence of Japanese warships off Burma, 
and the like, may be designed entirely to 
draw a red herring across the trail. Japan 
is a member of the ‘ anti-Komintern 
Pact, and an ally of Germany and Italy; 
and any diversion that she could create 
in the Far East—however nebulous—would 
be of enormous advantage to her two 
partners. The British manifestly are 
taking no chances. If Japan hopes to 
make an attack upon Singapore, they are 
willing to meet it; if her idea is purely 
and simply to “ draw ” them, they have 
answered with a display of force which 
implies that their power in the Pacific is 
by no means inconsiderable as yet. At all 
events, the Japanese have contrived to 
make an international stir. The American 
House of Representatives has been induced 
by the last week’s movements to approve— 
albeit “tentatively '—the fortification of 
Guam and Samoa as naval and air out- 
posts—an action which it’ refused to take 
last year on tho ground that Japanese 
feeling might be outraged. —

Dr 
Censorship of Films 


Among the most interest ing documents 
that are published in this country every 
year is the annual report of the Film 
Censor. There can be few Government 
institutions, apart from the Censorship of 
Publications Committee; that have to bear 
more abuse and’ maledictions from the 
public as a whole; for people do not care 
to be treated all their lives as if they were 
children. If they have minds of their own 
at all, they like to think that they are 
quite capable to decide for themselves 
what is good, and what is not good, for 
them to see, and they are inclined to be 
more than a little impatient, therefore, 
of such grandmotherly legislation a» 
censorship of films on the grounds of the 
protection of public morals. From the 
nature of its appeal, however, some hand 
with the power to restrain must be kept 
on the cinema, and the film censorship 
department is regarded, if not with 
affection, at least with a certain amount 
of understanding by most reasonable 
persons. Everybody, from infants in arms 
to hoary-headed, ancient men, goes to the 
pictures, and for the sake and safety of 
callow, impressionable youth it is 
necessary that this section of the com- 
munity should not be introduced at too 
early an age to the ways of the bold, bad 
world. The task of the Film Censor is by 
no means easy, considering that only, a 
small proportion of cinema audiences is by 
any means callow, and, when all things 
are considered, it would appear that he 
has not been too severe. The percentage 
of absolute rejections in the last twelve 
months was only 2.1, and the number of 
passes without any cut was slightly over 
82 per cent. of the whole. A year ago the 
war was still very young, and the purely 
propaganda film, so far as English-speak- 
ing audiences were concerned, was 
virtually unknown. To-day whole studios 
are engaged in the production of nothing 
else, and it is interesting to notice in the 
Film Censor’s report that of the thirty- 
seven films banned by him—nine of these 
decisions were reversed, incidentally, by 
the Appeal Board —twenty-seven were 
banned under the Emergency Powers 
Order; and again, of the 174 films in 
which “cuts were made, 137 were made 
under the Emergency Powers Order. In 
order words, roughly three-quarters of the 
Censor's rejections and deletions in the last

Britain may, perhaps, be overcome as 
a result of the meeting of all sections of 
the fish industry in Leeds to-day. As an 
experiment it is to control the 
price of supplies from Iceland, particularly 
as regards the price of cod, which, it is 
suggested, shall be sold at one shilling and 
sixpence to one shilling and tenpence 
pound. Most of the fishermen bringing 
cod to Britain are Icelanders, and they 
are making huge sums of money, not long 
since a trawler having realised sixty 
thousand pounds for a magnificent catch.

A proposal to commemorate the work of 
Amy Johnson, the woman aviator, will 
probably meet with a ready response from 
flying men and women throughout the 
Empire. The suggestion is the formation 
of a scholarship in aviation for’ women, 
and the idea is sponsored by a number of 
well-known people, including Lady Astor, 
Lord Sempill, and Sir Malcolm Campbell. 
Should the appeal meet with a satisfactory 
answer it is intended to invest the money 
collected in bonds for the duration of the 
war, and afterwards the Guild of Air Pilots 
and Air Navigators of the British Empire 
will act as technical advisers for the 
administration of the scholarship, while 
they will also assist in the selection of the 
candidates. 


Colonial Librarian 


The former Press representative at the 
Dominions and Colonial Offices has been 
appointed Librarian, and he will be greatly 
missed by those who have had to keep in 
close touch with the Government depart- 
ments.

The Coal Shortage 


If there are no further long spells of 
unusually cold weather it is estimated that 
there should be no shortage of coal in 
London, but there have been times this 
winter when supplies have run extremely 
low, and consignments have arrived only 
just in time to enable distribution to he 
made to householders who were nearing 
the end of their fuel. Efforts are to he 
made to prevent this sort of thing next 
winter, and with this end in view con! 
production is not to be allowed to fall 
away in the spring and summer. Miners 
are to be fully employed, and new storage 
places are to be set up in different parts 
of the country. This scheme has been 
spoken of before, but it does not seem to 
have been adopted. There is a risk of the 
coal shortage dumps being attacked, but 
that is a risk that must be run, and tha 
system of coal dumps in all districts is 
now seen to be the only way of preventing 
a coal shortage when transport conditions 
are in a state of disturbance. 


Channel Islands 


Letters are now being received hy 
refugees in London from Jersey an 
Guernsey in reply to communications sent 
through the Red Cross, and on the average 
the time taken between the despatch of a 
ten-word message and the arrival of a 
reply is about three months, or six wecks 
each way. The initial message is put in 3 
printed envelope supplied by the Red 
Cross and sent by air mail to the Inter. 
national Red Cross, Geneva, via Spain. 
Inquiries tend to show that there is no 
appreciable delay in the transmission of 
the messages from Geneva to Paris, but 
the remainder of the journey to the French 
port of St. Malo and the Channel Islands 
takes a considerable time.

Miss Virginia Kent, who was one of the 
most prominent of the Madrid Govern- 
ment's supporters in the Spanish c.vil 
war, has been returned to General 
Franco’s custody, I learn from a delayed 
news message that reaches me from the 
United States. 

Miss Kent, readers may know, comes 
from the well-known Co. Cork family, the 
Kents of Fermoy. Towards the end of the 
civil war she had gone to Paris as 
secretary of the Spanish Republican 
Government's Embassy there. After the 
fall of the Spanish Republic she remained 
in Paris and. assisted in the relief of 
evacuated Spanish children, even after the 
German occupation, 

Now, it seems, the German Gestapo has 
returned her to Nationalist Spain. 
Americans are concerned about what may 
now befall her, and I see that the U.S.A. 
Government is to be asked to use its 
influence at Madrid and Vichy on behalf 
of Miss Kent and other Republican 
leaders, 

About ten years ago Miss Kent's name 
was hot news in Spain, when sho blazed a 
new trai! at Madrid University by becom- 
ing Spain's first woman Doctor of Law. 

Her first big caso was her defence of 
the Republican leaders who were put on 
trial in 1930 for an attempt against the 
Monarchy shortly before the flight of 
King Alfonso. 

In the Republic she won a seat in the 
Cortes as a moderate ublican, and took 
an active part in the formulation of the 
Republican Constitution.

Cork to Athens . 


The editor of the Cork Diocesan 
Magazine—who, I believe, is Dr. O. 
Webster, formerly Dean of Ross—will not 
mind, I hope, if I take an excerpt from 


his latest issue. It has general interest 
at a time when Greece is so much in the 
news: 

Sir Richard Church, who in the nineteenth 
century became General of the revolutionary 
force which freed Greece, and drove the 
Turk out of ancient homes of Hellenic 
Liberty, was born in Cork. 

It must have been a severe blow to his 

arents when young Richard ran away 

rom school and took the King’s shilling, 
His biographer tells how they made tho 
best of it, and purchased a commission for 
him in the Somersetshire Light Infantry. 

Of his career in Greece, from 1827 to 
1873, it is not possible to enter here, but 
it is interesting to note that one of the 
Generals associated with Church was 
another Metaxas. [Metaxas is the name 
of the late Prime Minister of Greece. 


“Here is Our Father” 


When the great revolution broke out in 
1827 the Siliotes turned their eyes to their 
old colonel, who, though serving in Italy, 
had kept up his connections with Greece, 
and at once ho answered Greece's appeal 
to him, 

It was at midnight on 7th March, 1827, 
that Metaxas and others met Church with 
the cry, Here is our father! Let us 
obey him and our liberty is assured.” 
Church was at once elocted Generalissimo 
of the Greek armies, and in 1843 a con. 
stitution was given to the country and a 
constitutional King appointed. 

For some years Church lived in retiro- 
ment at Athens, distinguished by all tho 
honours the nation could bestow upon 
him, When he died in 1873, in his ninety. 
first year, “the Great Citizen, as he 
came to be called, was honoured with a 
public funeral and a public monument. 

Church's whole career in Greece was an 
act of devotion and self-sacrifice to the 
rescue of a Christian people from 
Gave. Fo a 

The Greek monument at the grave of 
Church, in the cypress grove, at Athens, 
bears upon it the words in Greek and 
English: Richard Church, General, who, 
having given himself and all that he had 
to rescue a Christian race from oppression, 
and to make Greece a nation, lived for 
her service and died amongst her people, 
rests here in Peace and Faith.

HE death has occurred at Brighton of 

Sir Herbert Hamilton Harty, not 

the ‘noted Irish artist, composer 

uctor. | | 

1 Hamilton Harty was born in Hills. 
borough, County Down, and, following a 
private education, he took up the study and 
practice of music in early life. He served as 
organist at Belfast and Dublin before going 
to London in 1900, when he quickly became 
known as accompanist and conductor. As a 
composer, he became prominent in an 
unusually short time, and the production of 
his Comedy Overture at Queen’s Hall, 
London, was a notable event in 1907. 
the same year he produced at the Cardiff 
Festival his popular Ode to a Nightingale 
in which the solo part was taken by the 
accomplished singer, Madame Agnes Nicholls, 
whom he had married three years previously. 

As conductor of the famous London Sym- 
hony Orchestra, his work paved the way to 
is appointment, in 1920, as anent con- 
ductor of the Hallé Orchestra. He was knighted 
in 1925—the same year that the honorary 
degree of Doctor of Music was conferred on 
him by the University of Dublin and by 
the University of Manchester. 

With the Hallé Orchestra much of his work 
was confined to the North of England, but 
his name will have a 228 place in 
the musical world, and especially in the 
Irish musical sphere, through his composi- 
tions, which include an Irish Symphony, a 


violin concerto in D minor, a pianofo 


concerto in B minor, Comedy Overture, “With 
the Wild Geese (orchestra), The Mystic 


Trumpeter (chorus and orchestra), and 
numerous songs, piano, violin and ‘cello 
solos. 


In 1936 the De Paul University. Chicago, 
conferred the degree of Mus.Doc. on him; 
in 1933 he received the LL.D. from Queen’s 
University, Belfast, and in the following 
ear he had conferred on him Honorary 
ellowship of the Royal College of Musicians, 
and was awarded the gold medal of the 
Royal Philharmoni: Society. He conducted 
leading English orchestras, toured the United 
States as guest-conductor, and did an exten- 
sive tour in Australia in 1934. 

The distinguished Ulsterman played the 
organ at a little church near his home when 
he was six years old His legacy of songs 
are a monument to his musical brilliance. 
His artistic creed was simple, yet profound; 
he believed that the only truly great music 
was that which reflected deep human emotion, 
and he had little use for music that was 
merely clever His deepest passion was the 
music of Berlioz. 

Once when he acted as a judge at the 
Dublin Feis Ceoil he paid a high compliment 
to Dublin pianists, whose standard he re- 
garded as being better than in any other 
place in those islands that he knew. 
Four years ago he had a serious breakdown 
in health, but he recovered, and continued 
his work until a few weeks ago.

The Church of Ireland now has more 
members in the City of Belfast than in all 
the Southern dioceses, said the Bishop of 
Meath (the Most Rev. Dr. W. H. Holmes), 
speaking at the eleventh annual meeting of 
the Southern Church Mission to Bally- 
macarrett, in St. Andrew’s Parochial Hall, 
Suffolk street, Dublin, yesterday.

But I hope that the Government 
will deal with this matter immediately in 
a comprehensive and practical way as an 
emergenc; problem de i speciali 
attention. e necessity to utilise food 
supplies with the utmost economy is now 
f Lae; Bulk purchase and communal 
cooking are obviously economical. 

The provision of hot dinners for all school 
children would help to conserve supplies and 
avoid waste. The pass system of givi 
a bun to each child consumes a quantity at 
flour which is out of all proportion to the 
nutrition supplied. And, important as milk 
undoubtedly is, a gill of cold milk is not a 
substitute for the solid hot food that a 
growing child needs in the middle of the 

ay. And the foodstuffs needed for school 
dinners are just those which are least scarce: 
potatoes and other fresh home-grown vege- 
tables, dried peas and beans, margarine, 
oatmeal, barley, bones and small quantities 
of meat. 

The families of employed men could pay 
the cost of such meals, and free dinner 
vouchers could be given to the children of 
the unemployed without the knowledge of 
the other children. 

Such a system would not only be an 
economy for the nation and the individual 
housekeeper, it would also help to save the 
children fro the deterioration in health due 
to malnutrition, and the community from 
the risk of epidemics.
